The decision of tile Supreme Court of 
this State just rendered in the cate of 
Thompson et a1, against The Franklin In- 
•uranee Company, of St. Louie, la of much 
importance to insurance companies and to 
those who are insured. In 1874 a bill passed 
the Legislature of tflls State which pro­ 
vided that the amount of insurance written 
in a policy of insurance “shall be taken and 
deemed the 
true value of tho prop­ 
erty 
at 
the 
time 
of 
the 
lose, 
and 
the 
amount 
of 
the loss 
sustained, and shall be the measure of 
damages.'’ This Is an important statute, 
and it behooves insurance companies to ex* 
ercise caution in writing upon property. 
Thompson and others sustained a loss, and 
not being able to settle with tLe Franklin 
according to the statute of 1871, brought 
suit. It was taken to the Supreme Court 
and the decision just announced, sustains 
the insured. In brief, the opinion of the 
Court is this: The language of the 
Statute 
is 
perfectly 
plain, 
and 
that in case of a total loss of proporty 
without criminal fault of the accused, the 
value of the property must be the amount 
named in the policy. “The Court recog­ 
nizes the manifest policy of the statute as 
an effort to prevent over-insurance, and it 
regards such a desire as wise and whole- 
s ome, and which ought to be strictly 
obeyed. 
It 
holds that the measure 
of damrgts teing thus tired by the 
statute, the company bas no right to show 
that the assured Mistimed a loss less than 
the amount written in the policy. 
The 
rule of the statute in the opinion ot the 
Court, rests upon sound public policy, and 
the contracts oi private parties cannot alter 
it by any form of policy. Heretofore the 
practice has been, with companies doing 
business in Wisconsin and in most of the 
other Western States, to assess the damage, 
after a loss by fire, aud pay only the actual 
damage proved, without regard to the 
value specified in the policy. But this de­ 
cision will now compel a closer inspection 
and valuation of property on the part of 
agents, and the check cl the statute of 1874 
will be seen in a lower appraisal of proper­ 
ty at the time the risks are taken.”

RAILWAY STATISTICS. 
The fourteenth annual report of the 
directors of the Chicago, Milwaukee aud 
St. Paul railway company bas been pub­ 
lished. It is a very valuable document, as 
it contains a great deal of statistical Infor­ 
mation of general interest. The company 
run 1,412 miles ot road, ani is reported to 
have cost $39,G13 per mile, making a total 
cost of nearly 56 million dollars. Tho 
gross earnings tor 1877 were a little over 8 
million dollars, and the operating expenses 
$4 ,540,000, leaving the net earnings $3 - 
574,000. Of this amount over 2 millions 
went to pay indebtedness, aud a million 
and a half was divided among the stock­ 
holders. 
The Company owns 214 locomotives, 72 
Ant class passenger cars, 31 second class 
passenger cars, 12 sleepers, 62 baggage, 
postal, mail aud express cars, 3,555 freight 
cars, 401 stock cars, and 647 flat cars. The 
passenger trains ran 1,378,000 miles during 
the year, and the freight trains over 3 mil- 
10ns. The total number of passengers car­ 
ried during the year was 1,139,621, of 
Which 15,704 bought tickets at Janesville, 
and 14,969 bought tickets for Janesville.

Prince 4»oi*l*chwltoA~» Kepi) Publish­ 
ed in Loudon--itu*«la Uetermlued 
not to Surrender the Treaty of*Man 
ttteflauo. 


L ondon, April IO—Tho reply of Prince 
Gortschakoff to Lord Salisbury’s circular 
reached London last evening. 
It consists 
of twelve paragraphs, categorically ans cer­ 
ing the objections to the treaty of San Ste- 
fano raised by England. 
Paragraph IO 
was strangely omitted In the version pub- 
lished by the Times in its extra edition 
last night. The tone of the whole dispatch 
ot the Russian Chancellor is remarkable 
for calmness. 
The concessions that are 
offered regarding the boundaries of the new 
state appear conciliatory, but it should be 
remembered that 
the 
lines 
drawn 
in 
the 
treaty 
have 
neyer 
been definite. 
The 
frankness 
with 
which Prince Gortschakoff reiterates Rus­ 
sia's firm determination not to surrender 
the results of the war, merits all praise from 
impartial men. Although the tone of the 
dispatch is firm, no yielding from the 
former attitude assumed by Russia Is to be 
observed. The reply depreciates the Im­ 
portance of England's demands, giving 
plausible reasons for the changes in the Ot­ 
toman Empire. Taken as a whole the ar­ 
gument is fairly made 
In high Russian 
official circles in London the opinion pre­ 
vails that the document does not deal fully 
and peremptorily enough with toe great 
question at issue. It is asserted that, how­ 
ever mild and explanitory Prince Gort- 
schakofTs reply may be, git is Impossible 
for Russia to tear up the treaty of 
San Stefano. 
lf England desires war, 
Russia will uot refuse to meet her in the 
field, and will rely on the gallantry and 
patriotism of her valiant soldiers to v\ftdi- 
cate her honor and dignity. 
The army 
that has reached Constantinople, after 
heroic sacrifices, will maintain the honor 
of Russia against all cnemic*. All rumors 
that have prevailed here during the past 
few days of Russia’s yielding are totally 
unfounded. Russia cannot and will not 
yield. 
The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Herald telegraphs that negotiations have 
been begun with England Tor the purpose 
of enabling both countries to back down 
from their present antagonistic position. 
It is suggested that Russia shall quit San 
M a t s and the English fleet retire from 
the Dardanelles, thus enabling each cation 
to show a desire for conciliation. 
We are 
not told whether the Russians propose to 
retire. They will certainly not leave Bul­ 
garia until all matters relating to that por­ 
tion of the disputed territory are settled to 
their entire satisfaction.

General Grant is to return rn the fall and 
land in Philadelphia. 
Probably in the 
history of the world there eau be lound no 
more striking Instance of the power of fame 
than in the experience ot the great Ameri­ 
can general since he left the President’s 
chair to see Europe. He has been every­ 
where received with honors and overflow- 
ing{attention, and his visit hM done more 
to bring America to the front in Europe 
thau even the centennial. 
He has been a 
guest of the greatest rulers of the day, and 
what is still more remarkable, his recep­ 
tions have been popular and hearty from 
ail classes. He will return, therefore, a 
man more marked than When he left. Then 
he was the retired chief executive, shelved 
because bf his eratic self-will, which, 
while invaluable in great military maneu­ 
vers, became injurious in ms civil office 
when unsupported by a clearly defined 
policy and a proper conception of civil life 
duties. 
General Grant has had time 
enough in his European travels to look 
back over his career as a president, and he 
ought to be able to see his mistakes. 
In 
nearly every instance they were due to 
dogged obstinacy ; to a disposition to re­ 
sist criticism and public opinion, not to 
kick a man when he was down, and shield 
suspected characters who sought safe­ 
ty under bu influence. Fresh from camp 
lite, and with no previous experience, the 
only wonder is that Grant proved as good 
a President as he did. It he lacked re­ 
fined culture and tact that comes with it, 
his superiors in that respect had co con­ 
ception of the noble patriot and man of 
iron will who bad placed the nation’s heel 
upon treason. Work, deeds, results count, 
and Grant's work, deeds, and achievements 
can never be blotted out. If he bad his 
faults and failings ho was but human. No 
inflation bill could pass over his veto. The 
mau’s will was felt. There was no airy 
nothingness to his airy administration. The 
same characteristics turned in the right 
direction, for a right cause, would be 
invaluable. No man has them so clearly 
and sharply defined. Without he has been 
both deaf and blind Grant must have 
learned much in bis travels. The man 
who does not leave his country, his State, 
and home to look around him, is narrow in 
his views and prejudices, and incapable of 
great national undertakings in civil affairs. 
The world is one vast ocean of facts Irom 
which the traveler must acquire knowlege. 
No traveler has been so lavortd as the 
General, and we may be pardoned for ex - 
pressing the firm conviction that it is pos­ 
sible the nation may yet profit from the 
knowledge be bM thus gathered. 
On his 
return he certainly cannot be too well re­ 
ceived and every State and city should be 
represented at Philadelphia in the ceremo­ 
nies.

FROM JANESVILLE TO SOUTH AMER­

The cabin is about 12 by 16 feet, pleas­ 
antly lurnttbed with arm chairs, stove, ta­ 
ble, large mirror, clock, mottoes. Ac., and 
all presents a very unique appearance. On 
each side are nice little state-rooms commo* 
dious enough and pleasant, with wash 
room and all the conveniences necessary 
for living comfortably for any length of 
time. Our commissary department is full, 
and fare good, having three full courses for 
dinner each day and a bountiful supply 
tor break tan and supper; and being mostly 
loaded with provisions, 300 tons, we have 
no fear of coming to short rations. Our first 
and 
second 
day 
out of New York 
was very mild and we made but little head 
way, but on Monday night, the lSlh inst., 
we had a terrine gale, and the sea was very 
rough. The foaming, raving, high watery 
waves often dashed over our decks. Chairs 
danced around the cabin promiscuously, 
and the crockery in their crates kept time 
to the music of the foaming waters. In the 
night, being unaccustomed to boat rides 
on the Atlantic Ocean, the terrific roar, 
the tremendous force of the waters seem­ 
ingly upending their last force on our little 
vessel, causing it to reel to and fro like a 
spear of wheat in a gale, and the cracking 
of seemingly every joint in her construc­ 
tion, makes ooe think of home and dear 
ones 
there. I am 
inclined to think 
that .all the beautiful poems that have 
been written on tne beautiful sea, have 
been written on land, by those who bad 
the poetry but not the experience. 
True, 
it is grand, sublime, la other words, terri­ 
bly beautiful, but no poetry in it lor me. 
Tuesday night we were oil .Cape Hatteras, 
450 miles from bandy Hook where our 
I tow boat left us. Thursday, the 20th, 620 
miles out, at the Bermuda Islands, good 
wind, very pleasant and made good time. 
Friday, 22d, cloudy, adverse wind, and sea 
rough. Monday, better wind. 
Tuesday, 
wind in the West and we made good time 
about 1,600 milt s at eea. 
Thursday, 28th 
inst , we passed the Tropic of Carcer and 
we Erenow finding it very warm. Captain

master <4 his vessel and everything la gov­ 
erned in a most decorous manner, making 
everyone, both tailors and passengers on 
his vessel feel comfortable and at boms far 
beyond what we could oossibly expect. On 
Tuesday March Gth we arrived safe, at 
Bridge Town, Barbados, and such a town, 
such a people.«I will have to stop until 
can get more time, aud then I will try and 
give you a description of what I have seen 
and heard.

L A ST EV E X I Y O * CONCERT. 
The Opera house last evening was well 
filled but not crowded, and the audience, as 
would naturally be expected on such an 
occasion, was select and appreciative. The 
programme was well arranged and pre­ 
sented a variety of choice music, which 
was ably rendered by Camilla Lr so and her 
assistants. Encores were bountifully lie- 
stowed, and generously 
responded to. 
There were so many of them in fact as to 
raise a 
question whether they did not 
serve as somewhat of a reflection on tho 
taste of those who joined most heartily in 
them. Not that the rendition did not mer­ 
it such a tribute, but it seemed slightly 
•elfish to keep artists so busily at work, 
and thus force them by the claims of cour­ 
tesy to give a much more extended pro­ 
gramme than the low price cl admission 
should ha ye demanded. An earnest heart 
applause would have served the purpose 
fully, had a complimentary tribute been 
the only cause of tbe encore. 
The audi­ 
ence however seemed determined to get 
more than the worth of their money, and it 
would be a heartless critic who would 
blame them severely, when such an op­ 
portunity presented itself to hear and re­ 
hear such artists. Still, fewer encores and 
more hearty applause would have been 
more of a true tribute to the company. 
Madame Urso handled tbe violin as abe 
alone can handle it. It is needless to draw 
any comparison between her and other 
prominent violinists as Ole Bull, Yieux- 
temps, and Wieniawski. Besides showing 
a skill which ranks her high among these, 
she has an individuality of touch and 
expression which always makes her a 
favorite, even among those who deem that 
one of the others mentioned excels her. 
She would probably have pleased the 
majority of her audience better had she 
played more popular pieces, and lewer 
classical. This was evinced by the eager­ 
ness with which they picked up the tid-bit 
of an old melody which she threw in as a 
response to an encore.
